First, there is 
a scorching dissertatimi on the 
administration under three chap­ 
ter headings; “European War and 
American Policy," “After Seven 
Years of New Deal Control," and 
“The New Deal Misunderstands 
America.” 
Second, there is a long outline 
of the “republican position" in 
■ix chapters; “Towards a Fivolgn 
Relations Program," “Towards a 
Labor Program,"

Program," 
“Towards 
a 
Business Program," “Towards a 
Fiscal Program," and “Towards a 
Social Program.” 
Fiv e Fo liita 
Aside from the views ex pressed 
on the major political issues, five 
point! stand out in the report; 
1—Dr. 
Frank ’s 
committee 
claims that the Hoover admin* 
istration had the country defi* 
nitely on the road to recovery 
when the New Deal took office 
and disrupted this 
progrMS 
through unwork able policies. 
j—It is claimed that the 
Hoover administration was the 
first in the history of the coun­ 
try to introduce direct federal 
relief for the unemployed. 
S—The term "New Deal" is ■ 
u.sed 
throughout 
instead 
of 
“democratic party.’* 
4—There ia an unsp« dcen but 
definitelv implied approval of 
RooseveiVa fundamental farm 
program. 
5—The pro g ra m ma kea e 
■keto hy stra ddle o n the ho t is- 
a ue o f recipro ca l tra de trea ties, 
The first two contentions, that 
Hoover had the U, S. A. on the 
road to recovery, and that he was 
the first to start “relief,” are 
highly significant, Thay consti­ 
tute a signal victmry for the 
Hoover forces over forces within 
the committee which wanted to 
keep all reference to the ex ­ 
president out of the report. The 
third point also ia a triumph for 
Hoover, who insists upon differ- 
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entiatlng between the New Deai 
and the democratic party. 
The tacit AAA endorsement, 
however, is a victory for the farm 
belt leaders, who consider it 
dangerous to arouse farmer fears 
that there will be any republican 
tampering with New Deal benefit 
payments. 
On the other hand, 
the trade treaty straddle—which 
states “the tariff problem should 
be handled in such a manner as 
to best protect the living stand­ 
ards of the country"—ia a score 
for the industrial forties which 
strongly favor the administra­ 
tion’s reciprocal trade policies.

New Deal fiscal policies and 
its vast ex penditures mak e the 
s<Hution of U. S. finances ex ­ 
tremely difficult, but as

Ri# OOP committee recommends; 
(1) Eliminate tax ex emptions 
on all future issues of federal, 
state and mimiciptl securities, 


(2) reduce the higher individual 
surtax M, repeal the capital stock 
ami ex cess profits tax es, and in­

brack ets, (3) substantially reduce

and 
(4) declare a determination to re­ 
turn to the gold standard, the 
time and conditions to be fix ed 
by a commission work ing with 
congress. This last is another pet 
Hoover plank . 
Social Seeurity 
Unemployment insurance and 
old-age pensions, the committee 
declares, should be on a pay-as- 
you-go basis with both work er 
and employer contributing. There 


is little criticism of the New Deal 
social security act, but a recom- 
meniUtion that it be ex tended to 
farm labor, domestic help and 
other groups

ex cluded— 
which Roosevelt originally ask ed 
congress to do. 
The report also advocates gov­

promoting

“healthier America,” but is very 
much against having the govern­ 
ment enter the “field of actual 
medical care, remedial as w'ell as 
preventive, for people, either in­ 
dividually or as grouDS.”

Tuesday approved a bill carrying 
a total of $634,374,756, compared 
with the current appropriation of 
$1,301,340,315 and with budget es­ 
timates of $788,929,519. 
When voting on amendments 
began in the house, farm members 
succeeded, however, by a skimpy 
margin of 10 votes, in tentatively 
forcing a $126,828 increase in a 
proposed $100,000 fund for dry 
land experiment stations. The tell­ 
er vote was 106 to 96. 
Secretary Wallace blasted at the 
house committee action with a 
statement that the proposed $154,- 
000,000 reduction under budget 
estimates would inflict “ a grave 
injustice” on farmers and would 
impair industrial activity and em­ 
ployment.

H. H. Brownell Jr., Who Will 
Give N. U. Charter Day Talk, 
Is In Favor Of Alumni Fund 


Herbert H. Brownell, Jr., who 
\^ill address Nebraska students 
and alumni in Lincoln on the 
university’s seventy-first Charter 
day anniversary, February 15, is 
a member of Lord, Day & Lord, 
New York City’s oldest law part­ 
nership, and is serving currently 
as attorney to the World’s Fair, 
for which his firm is legal counsel. 
A son of the late Prof. Herbert 
H. Brownell, Sr., who taught in 
Teachers college for 
26 years 
until 
his 
death 
in 
1938, 
Mr. 
Brownell was graduated from the 
University of Nebraska with the 
class of 1924. 
While a student, he was editor 
of the Daily Nebraskan and a 
member of Phi Beta Kappa, the 
Innocents Society and Delta Up- 
silon fraternity. He received his 
legal education at Yale univer­ 
sity, where he was graduated 
“cum laude” in 1927. 
Leffislator At 28. 
His 
present 
association with 
the/ World’s Fair marks but the 
latest in a series of achievements 
during a dozen exciting years in 
New York. 
The first was his 
election in 1932, at the age of 28, 
to the state legislature. A repub­ 
lican, he was thrice re-elected in 
the home district of Tammany 
Hall, the city’s democratic poli­ 
tical machine. 
In four terms at Albany, Mr. 
Brownell gave his well known 
Nebraska name to laws discour­ 
aging racketeering, child labor 
and sweat-shop wages, and spon­ 
sored legislation for slum clear- 
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ance, governmental economy and 
reform, liberalized old-age pen­ 
sions and the protection of civil 
liberties. He was described by the 
non-partisan Citizens Union as 
“one of the finest public servants 
in the legislature.. .one of the 
ablest speakers in either house.” 
Favors Alumni Fund 
Mr. Brownell retired from the 
legislature in 1936. He is a mem­ 
ber of the city’s exclusive Century 
Association, a director of the New 
York Child Labor committee and 
of the Citizens Crime Commission. 
With Mrs. Brownell, the former 
Miss Doris A. McCarter of Gal­ 
veston, Tex., and their two daugh­ 
ters, he lives in Port Washington, 
on Long Island, and maintains 
offices both in Manhattan and at 
the World’s Fair. 
. Mr. Brownell advocates estab­ 
lishment of a University of Ne­ 
braska Alumni Fund to be used 
strictly for promoting the aca­ 
demic standing of the school— 
that is, to endow graduate study 
or student loans or scholarships. 
He plans to make this proposal 
the subject of his talks in Lincoln. 
Dr. Senning Explains 
Propaganda DeYicey 
Dr. John P. Senning, of the 
Nebraska university political sci­ 
ence department, categorized mod­ 
em propaganda in six different 
"devices” before the Knife and 
Fork club Thursday noon. 
He defined propaganda as an ex­ 
pression of opinion by an individ­ 
ual or group designed to influence 
the activities of other individuals 
or groups as to a predetermined 
end. 
Various devices used, he said, 
include name calling, glittering 
generalities, transfer, testimonial,

the band wagon. Propaganda, Dr. 
Senning added, “conforms when it 
seeks to preserve, extend and pro­ 
mote democracy and is antagonis­ 
tic when it undermines democ­ 
racy.” 
One of the responsibilities in 
the guarantees of the bill of rights, 
he added, is accuracy in news and 
honesty in editorial expression.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—(AP)— 
State department authorities were 
quoted by members of the senate 
foreign relations committee today 
as holding that a non-military loan 
to Finland would not v iolate inter­ 
national law. 
In v iew of this testimony , by 
Counselor R. Walton Moore and 
Solicitor Green H. Hackworth, it 
appeared probable that the com­ 
mittee would v ote to increase the 
capital of the ex port-import bank 
by $50,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
Such an increase would pav e 
the way for a new loan to Fin­ 
land and possibly increase the 
credits China could obtain. 
In a related field of foreign re­ 
lations, Senator Vandenberg (R- 


Mich) ex pressed opposition “ ex ­ 
cept as a last resort” to “ any 
one-sided embargo against J apan.” 
He asserted the purpose of the 
resolution he offered last J uly 
calling 
for 
abrogation 
of 
the 
United States commercial treaty 
with J apan, was to make possible 
a new treaty and not to make pos­ 
sible an embargo. 
The United 
States 
subsequently 
abrogated 
the treaty . 
Finland already has obtained 
$10,000,000 in credits, and China 
has a loan of $25,000,000 out­ 
standing. 
To get around this, some com­ 
mittee members were reported to 
be study ing a proposed $30,000,- 
000 limit on loans obtained after 
J an. 1, 19 40, without regard to 
the bank’s past commitments. 
There still was opposition to 
the bill, howev er. Senator Har­ 
rison (D-Miss) held to his sug­ 
gestion that the Finns try to sell 
bonds to priv ate inv estors in this 
country instead of seeking a gov ­ 
ernment loan.

F THE immortal Victor Herbert had lived he 
would have been 8 1 y ears old today . 
And if 
h e had lived the world would have been much 
richer, for in his 65 y ears he wrote music which 
has pleased the hearts and ears of millions of per­ 
sons. 


Bom in Ireland, he learned his music in Ger­ 
many and was an accomplished cellist. 
After 
coming to New York as a cellist, Mr. Herbert 
devoted his time and talents to composing and in 
1904 and for the next 20 y ears turned out innu­ 
merable light operas and operettas, from which 
numbers are still being play ed, sung, and hummed. 
Even the un-musical person recognizes selec­ 
tions from such Herbert works as “Babes in Toy - 
land,” “Mademoiselle Modiste,” “Naughty Mari­ 
etta,” **Princess Pat,” and many others. 


That the works of the old Irish musician-com­ 
poser are not dead is affirmed by the fact that a 
number which he wrote somewhere around 1911 
is now being play ed and re-play ed and ranks 
among the most popular numbers of the day . 
Nearly every radio listener will remember hear­ 
ing “Indian Summer,” which with new words but 
the same Herbert music is currently a hit.

And with federal expenditures near the 
ceiling, the financing of national preparedness 
could mean only slashes in revenues made avail­ 
able for other activities.

O THOUGHTFUL citizen, aware of the Eu­ 
ropean storm in its broadest implications, 
would want this country to be caught napping, 
and helpless in the event that from out of Eu­ 
rope’s present struggle should come changes of 
unmistakable challenge to the American people. 
At the same time the bulk of expenditures for 
national defense goes to the coastal regions. 
That 
is where the munitions plants largely are located. 
That is where the larger airplane factories oper­ 
ate. 
That is where, naturally , the ship building 
industries are to be found. 
The hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars to be spent in the next few y ears 
for strengthening the defense forces of this coun­ 
try will speed up employ ment in the industrial 
plants engaged in the production of war imple­ 
ments, and in indirect fashion, supposedly en­ 
large the markets of farm commodities through 
wider employ ment of labor.

F EVEN greater consequence is the feeling 
within this country that it is folly for the 
American people to seek leadership m the spirit­ 
ed competitive race for armament. That is a race 
which never ends. 
Nations impoverish them ­

air forces, in pouring out millions and millions 
for mechanized equipment, for guns and for ex­ 
plosives. 
They will break their people, and crush 
themselves. 


When it is said that this country should have 
the most powerful navy , the strongest air force 
in the world that is a challenge to every nation, 
peaceful or filled with m ilitary spirit, content to 
live within its borders, or intent upon aggression 
and conquest of other peoples and other lands. 
It is a challenge to them to pour out their wealth 
to match ship for ship, plane for plane, tank for 
tank, and artillery piece for artillery piece.

can’t have y our cake, and eat it.” 
I That old saw, applied to government means 
one thing, and one only : 
If people w ant music 
they must pay the piper.

Almost daily insistent demands are made upon 
city officials for this, that or the other thing, all 
of which would increase taxes.

a y ear ago when the council arbitrarily reduced 
the levy a half mill. 
It is true today . 


The most recent example is that of a Lincoln 
resident who insisted that more people should 
vote, and that the remedy rests in a change in 
the registration sy stem. 
He suggested that to re­ 
cord a maximum registration the clerk should 
send workers to the homes and list every elector 
in the city . 


That would cost money , and lots of it. 
But in 
the final analy sis would the vote be any larger? 
That it would not is a logical belief when it is 
known that of 42,000 persons on the registration 
books at the last city election, only 13,000 or 
slightly more than one third of them went to 
the polls. 


At that election a very small minority of the 
voting population authorized the expenditure of 
$750,000. 
Would the registration of every voter 
in the city have increased the percentage? 


The answer to the problem seems to rest in the 
enlivening of a personal responsibility on the part 
of electors that it is his or her duty to take an in­ 
terest in all civic affairs and express that interest 
at the polls. Certainly the mere registration of

man or woman will not do i t

One of the reasons that I can­ 
not bring my self to take the ex­ 
treme alarmist views of the com­ 
mon cold is that I do not believe 
any serious complications occur 
from it. The scareheads of pneu­ 
monia, sinus disease and middle 
ear infection are waved in front 
of the poor victim who is told he 
must “watch” the cold to pre­ 
vent these things. 
What “watch” 
means nobtxiy knows. 
So far as pneumonia is con­ 
cerned, if w hat is thought to be a 
cold “runs into” pneumonia, it was 
pneumonia from 
the 
beginning. 
This opinion of mine was chal­ 
lenged some time ago by the com­ 
missioner of health of Massachu­ 
setts, who told 
me that 
“they 
thought’ at the Harvard Medical 
school that a great many cases of 
pneumonia developed frtrni the 
common cold. 
No Certain Meth od . 
Colds may pave the way for 
sinus infection and thro at infec­ 
tion that leads to middle ear in­ 
fection, but 
Since 
people . with 
sinus (lisease “catch 
cold” 
very 
easily , it is very difficult to dis­ 
entangle the data. 
Nor do 1 find 
any certain method 
by 
which 
these complications can be avoid­ 
ed if the common cold occurs, ex­ 
cept possibly by stay ing in bed. 
I am wiling to offer a personal 
reward of a thousand dollars for 
any body who 
can 
prove 
that 
pneumonia' was 
caused by the 
common cold. 
Full data must be 
submitted and the decision left 
with the w riter of this column. 
Under treatm ent 
and preven­ 
tion the first thought is of 
im­ 
munization by an antitoxin or 
anti-serum, such as is used in 
other infectious diseases. Unfor­ 
tunately , we do not know posi­ 
tively the cause of the common; 
cold and, therefore, we have n^j,] 
positively 
certain 
immuni z i n g j 
agent. 
It is believed to be due' 


to a virus, but it is not certainly 
proved. 
Even if so, we art still 
in difficulty because 
the 
virus 
diseases present considerable per­ 
plexities in their immunty reac­ 
tions. 
Hard To Get At. 
The germs for which we have 
good anti-sera live in the tissue 
spaces. 
Viruses live inside the 
cells and are hard to get at. Un­ 
der any circumstances, 
there 
is 
no 
valuable 
anti-virus 
vaccine 
against the sommon cold y et avail­ 
able. 
In treatment, rest in bed is al­ 
way s preached but seldom prac­ 
ticed. 
In 
children 
it certainly 
should be carried out. 
The in­ 
cidence of colds in children is the 
highest of any age, and the eco­ 
nomic loss from putting a child 
in bed is practically nil. 
Drugs give 
some relief, as do 
fruit juices, 
hot 
mustarci foot­ 
baths,* sweats and inhalations. 
But the 
final 
study 
on the 
value of drugs was made by Dr. 
Diehl, at the University of Min­ 
nesota, who 
passed 
out 
white 
capsules to a large group at the 
Student Health Clinic, Capsule A 
had aspiring and phenacetin; cap­ 
sule B had codeine, and capsule 
C had sugar. 
He asked all the 
students to report the amount of 
relief. 
They did not know what 
was in the 
capsules; 
they 
all 
thought they were taking the same 
thing. 
The results showed that 
the only marked relief obtained 
was from the codeine capsules.

Dep endents Receiv e 
Monthly Check 


W. SHINGTON, Feb. 1—(A P)— 
About 3,700 workers and their 
dep endents scattered across the 
country collected today the first 
monthly benefits on federal old 
age insurance. 
The p ostman’s ring, bringing the 
social security check, will become 
a familiar routine on the first of 
ev ery 
month 
in 
thousands 
of 
homes. The recip ients are wage 
earners of 65 or ov er who hav e 
retired, along with their wiv es, 
widows, 
children 
or 
dep endent 
p arents. 
Social security checks hav e been 
sent out before as lump sum set­ 
tlements to estates of deceased 
workers or to those who were 
born too soon to qualify for month­ 
ly benefits under the original act. 
The monthly checks range as 
high as $ 42 for m arried coup les 
who are 65 or ov er, and somewhat 
less for single workers. The p ros­ 
p ectiv e av erage is $ 39 for married 
coup les and $ 26 for unmarried 
workers. A wife and children are 
entitled to sup p lemental benefits. 
The first batch of claims certi­ 
fied to the treasury for p ayment 
was not large in v iew of the social 
security board estimate that bene­ 
fits would be distributed this year 
to 912,000 workers. 
The old wage insurance system 
has enrolled more than 47,000,000 
workers, and the v olume of distri­ 
bution is exp ected to increase each 
month. 


Los Angeles Times 
Conviction Upheld 
In Contempt Case 


Centers Around Right Oi Pap er 
To 
Comment 
Editorially 
Prior To Settlement

v iction of the Los Angeles Times, 
centering around the right of a 
newsp ap er to p ublish editorials 
about court cases p rior to their 
final settlement, was affirmed by 
the state Sup reme court yester­ 
day. 
The court, howev er, sp lit ov er 
the issue with two justices hand­

sharp ly

In Los Angeles, the Times said 
editorially it could not accep t the 
decision and would “defend to 
the last ditch” what it regarded 
as “the American right of free 
sp eech and free p ublication.” 
“Not until and unless the Su­ 
p reme court of the United States 
holds that right not to include 
fair comment up on p ublic cases 
will it recede from that stand,” 
the Times said. 
Ano ther Co nv ictio n Rev ersed. 
The contemp t decision grew out 
of the p ublication of editorials 
in 1937 and 1938 
dealing 
with 
two labor cases and the conv ic­ 
tion of a Los ^ngeles woman 
p olitician on 
bribe 
solicitation 
charges. 
It reached the Califor­ 
nia Sup reme court on an ap p eal 
by the Times following a con­ 
temp t conv iction before Sup er­ 
ior Judge Emmet H. Wilson of 
Los Angeles.

Justice Jesse W. Curtis, w rit­ 
ing the majority op inoin, said the 
crux of the contemp t matter was 
whether the Times’ editorials in 
the labor and bribery cases had 
a “reasonable tendency to inter­ 
fere with the orderly adminis­ 
tration of justice.”
